a case in which Edmund Burke, Mill 

street, Balbriggan, was charged with 
unlawfully, and by false pretences, obtaining 
the sums of 13s. 6d. and 4s. 6d. from Nicholas 
Traynor and Bridget Reilly, respectively, by 
falsely representing himself as an agent for 
the Anthonian Press, Ltd., Dublin, by 
stating that he would deliver religious objects 
in the course of thrée weeks. 

Evidence was given by Mr. Joseph O'Malley 
Moore, Dublin, manager of the Anthonian 
Press and editor of St. Anthony’s Annals, 
with offices in Temple street, Dublin. His firm 
dealt in the sale of various religious objects. 
The accused man, whom witness saw present 
in court, purchased goods to the value of 
3s. 4d., for which a receipt was given. 

Witness handed up a carbon copy of the 
receipt, and the original also was produced 
by Superintendent Delany, who prosecuted. 
The original receipt was altered considerably, 
the amount on it being £9 4s. 1d., and the 
signature on it was “ Professor Burke.” The 
amount on the carbon copy was ós. 4d. and 
the name “ Edmund Burke.” The accused, 
Edmund Burke, was never employed by 
witness as an agent of the firm, neither was 
he ever authorised to use the firm’s name in 
any of his ccomge- Witness always had re- 
óm the defendant as a pedlar or a mission 

ealer. 

In reply to the accused man, witness said 
that. he had no idea of the total amount, oí 
purchases made by the accused man, but, that 
could be easily ascertained on looking up the 
books.  A person purchasing articles at 
witness s office would not be entitled to act 
as a buying agent, and certainly would not 
be entitled to issue receipts for Anthonian 
Press or St. Anthony's Annals. Some of the 
articles were blessed prior to dispatch for the 
convenience of purchasers, but that onl 
applied to one particular article. Cash wit 
pe fe was the custom, unless where whole- 
salers had an account. 

Superintendent Delany, Navan, said that 
was all the evidence he was producing, and 
applied for a remand. There were about forty 
similar charges, he said, against the accused 
man. 

The Justice adjourned the case and allowed 
bail, one personal bail of £50, and two sureties 


of £25 each.

| FIRE ASSESSOR'S 
‘DEATH. : 


POLICE INQUIRIES 
MENTIONED AT INQUEST. 


ww 


References to police inquiries in connec- 
tion with a London case were made at an 
inquest at Altrincham, Cheshire, yesterday, on 
Ernest Satterthwaite (43), of Brayton 
Broadway, Hale, a partner in a firm of fire 
assessors, who was found dying in the garage 
at his house on February 4. 

Announcing a verdict of accidental death, 
the foreman stated that the jury were of 
opinion that the death following inquiries 
the previous day was a mere coincidence, 

Mrs. Annié Satterthwaite, the widow, de- 
scribed how on smelling fumes she found her 
husband lying beside the car in -an uncon- 
scious condition. - 

After supper the night before his death she 
asked her Gastinad if he had finished work he 
was doing, and he answered that he had done 
some of it, but that there was no hurry, 
adding that he might have to go to London 
as a witness in a certain case. When the case 
was talked about that night, there was no 
mention made by him that anybody had inter- 
viewed him.’ In the course of the conversa- 
tion she inquired if he had anything to fear, 
and he replied, ‘‘ Nothing at all,” adding 
that every case he had settled he had done 
so straight and above board. 
. Mr. John Leigh Brocklehurst, senior 
artner in the firm of Brocklehurst and Son, 
re assessors, of Market street, Manchester, 
and resident at St. Anne’s-on-Sea, stated that 
Satterthwaite’s connection with the firm as 
an employé and subsequently as a partner 
dated from about 1915. On February 13 he 
discussed a business matter with Satter- 
thwaite, who did not give him satisfaction. 

Mr. Brocklehurst said that Satterthwaite 
adopted a procedure of which he did not 
approve. 

The Coroner (Mr. R. A. Daniel)—Did you 
know Satterthwaite had been interviewed by 
an inspector 7—Yes. 

Was it as a result of the interview with the 
inspector that your disagreement arose ?—

Mr. Brocklehurst said that he told Satter- 
thwaite that the trend of the inquiries that 
had been made appeared to show that he had 
received a present, Satterthwaite acknow- 
ledged having received a present, which he 
explained to be the successful result of a 
betting transaction. 

A Juror—Was the subject matter you had 
under discussion of such a nature that it 
would cause him some worry ’—We have to 
maintain a standard of the highest integrity 
and I think he would realise that I could 
not approve of his having recéived a present 
under any circumstances. 

Police-Sergeant Walter Smith, of the Sal- 
ford City Police, gave evidence as to attend- 
ing the office of ones. C. Brocklehurst and 
Son on February 13 in company with Chief- 
Inspector George Yandall, of New Scotland 
Yard. 

Satterthwaite was interviewed by Inspector 
Yandall, and a statement was taken down 
in writing. He was not agitated at the inter- 
view. Certain questions were raised with 
regard to entries in the firm’s books, and 
Satterthwaite was unable to explain some 
figures. He told Inspector Yandall that a 
certain present or presents he had received 
were the result of some successful betting. 

The police sergeant said that Inspector 
Yandall was collecting evidence in Manchester 
relative to a London case. It would be 
possible for Satterthwaite to be required as 
a witness, but that would: be left to the 
authorities in London,

Miss O'Dwyer, poll clerk, corroborated. 

Mr. Noonan said that there was no offence 
committed, as defendant had not asked for a 
ballot paper. 

The Justice said that he was satisfied that 
there was a prima facie ease against de- 
fendant. 

Mr. Noonan submitted that everyone in 
the booth knew the defendant, and that it 
would be impossible for him to personate 
another person unless all were in a combined 
conspiracy, and defendant had 6 no 
serious attempt to personate. He asked the 
Justice to impose a suspensory sentence. 

The Justice said that having regard to the 
seriousness of this class of offence he did not 
like doing that. He would impose the penalty 
under the Statute—two months’ imprison- 
ment, with £1 fine. He would adjourn the 
actual conviction to next Court to give Mr. 
Noonan an opportunity of getting over the 
penalty imposed by the Statute, 


JASE AGAINST GIRL. 


The next case was against Mary Brady 
(18), of Ongenstown, who was summoned for 
applying for a ballot paper in the name of 
Alicia Clarke, of Dublin, the daughter of 
Mrs, Anna Clarke, of Brew’s Hill, Navan, the 
latter being summoned for aiding and abetting. 

Mr. Noonan pleaded guilty, and stated that 
Mrs. Clarke thought she was entitled to get 
her daughter's vote, and induced the other 
girl to vote for her daughter. 

Evidence was given by Mrs. Clarke of 
having met Mary Brady accidentally in the 
town on polling day, and, as her own daughter 
was not in Navan, she got this girl to go to 
the booth and get a ballot paper. She did 
not think that it was any offence. 

Replying to the Justice, the defendant said 
that she neither saw nor heard of any Bg 
sonating warning notice being exhibited in 
the booth. 

The Justice said that he regarded these 
cases as more serious than he did others, as 
they were not young boys or girls who did not 
appreciate the wrong they were doing. In 
this case it was done deliberately, and Mrs. 
Clarke went to the full extent of showing and 
marking a paper for the other defendant. He 
could not see any extenuating point to miti- 

ate the penalty. He did not believe Mrs. 

larke when she told him she did not think 
she was doing wrong; for she was an intelli- 

ent woman. He imposed a fine of £5, or, in 
default, two months, as well as imposing two 
months’ imprisonment in the second division. 
As in the previous case, he would adjourn 
the conviction to give Mr. Noonan an 
opportunity of looking into the Statute. 

n the case against ope f Brady it was not 
so serious, but she was old enough to know 
that she was doing wrong. He fined her £1, 
or, in default, fourteen days. He put her 
under a rule of bail for two years, one surety 
of £10 and for personal bail of £10. 

He mentioned that these penalties carried 
disqualification for seven years at any elec- 
tion, civic or parliamentary, and he directed 
the clerk to notify the Returning Officer. 


CASE ADJOURNED. 


Edward Brady, Gibbstown, was summoned 
for voting in two booths, one at Wilkinstown 
and the other at Kilbarry. 

Defendant pleaded guilty, and said that he 
did not think it was an offence. He was told 
at Wilkinstown that his vote had been caa- 
celled there, so he voted at Kilbarry; being 
registered in both polling districts he thought 
he could vote in the two places.

SEQUEL TO COUNTY

TEN MEN CHARGED.

At Fermoy Court to-day ten men were 
charged with following, on February 10th, 
two workmen, Frank Good and Frank 
Murphy, in a disorderly manner through the 
streets while they were in the employment of 
Edmond Daly with a view to compelling 
them not to work for him. 

Mr. Rice, solicitor, who appeared for the 
defendants, entered a plea of guilty. He said 
that the offences arose out of a strike of 
labourers in connection with the conversion 
of the old barracks in the sports ground.

on at the end.”’ 

With regard to the deed, counsel went on 
to suggest that, whatever construction was 
pla upon Section 85 of the Act of Ex- 
planation, it did amount to an implicit repeal 
of the deed of 1657. He submitted that it 
was quite clear that this was a case in which 
the Court should presume a re-entry, or some- 
thing equivalent to it. ) 

Referring to what he described as the 
attempt to make the foundation rest upon the 
trusts of the deedkafter 200 years had elapsed, 
Mr. McCann pointed out that charities were 
affected by the Statute of Limitations, the 
same as ordinary private individuals. '' The 
Governors,” he said, “ at no time came into 
touch with this deed. There was no word 
about it in the Charter of Foundation. Apart 
from any other question arising in this case, 
I think this Court will have no difficulty in 
holding that the deed and the trusts of the 
deed are barred by the Statute.” i 

Mr. McCann submitted that Mr. Justice 
Meredith was quite right when he held that 
the Statúte 10 George 1. put an end to the 
deed and the transmit bill, and when 
he recognised that the charter was the only 
document governing the trusts. : 

“I do not think,” Mr. McCann said, 
“that we are driven to ask the Court to hold

The Chief Justice—And then what he 
wv decided was what was the paramount 
ssue. 

Mr. Jelletti—He makes an order that re: 
ligious instruction was obligatory, The 
peculiarity of this case is that the people 
who are now saying that they are the rea 
objects of the trusts, would not go near the 
schools in the time of Erasmus Smith; would 
not go near them now, and would not go at 
any time in the interval between the foun- 
da and the present day. There can be 
no failure of a trust until you know what the 
trust is. 

The defendants, Mr. Jellett said, came in 
to claim the benefit of this fund after havin 
done their best to prove that Erasmus Smith 
had no right to ib, 

Mr. Jellett had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day.

The hearing was concluded of the will case 
relating to the estate of the late Samuel F. 
Hynes, a reti architect, of Argideen, 
lecksock. Cork, who died on 28th June, 
1931, having made a will on 23rd of the same 
month. e estate was valued at about 

, The will was contested on the 
three usual statutory grounds by John Hynes, 
a retired stevedore, 5 York street, Cork, a 
first cousin, who asked for a grant of ad- 
ministration, 

The defendants were Frederick St. John 
Lacy, University Professor of Music, 2 York 
terrace, Cork, and Miss Constance F. Russell, 
Argideen, a cousin of the testator. Miss 
Russell and a cousin of hers, Miss Edith 
Cussen, lived with the testator during the 
latter years of his life, and kept house for 
him, and they were the principal beneficiaries 
under the will, bat plaintiff derived no 
benefit. 

Mr. M. Comyn, K.C.; Mr. J. A. McCarthy, 
and Mr. M. O’Callaghan (instructed by Mr. 
T. H. Gardiner) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C,; Mr. Binchy, 
K.C., and Mr, Hungerford (instructed by 
Mr. W. C. Cooke) for the defendants. 

The case for the defendants having closed, 

Mr. Comyn put it to the jury, on behalf of 
the plaintiff, that they ought to show that 
there must be fair play to a blood relation. 
Regarding the circumstances under which the 
will was made, counsel suggested that the 
testator never originated a single idea, and 
an hour or two after it was made a nurse said 
that he was wandering and raving. 

The jury, after brief deliberation, found 
in favour of the will. 

Mr. Fitzgerald asked for judgment, with 
costs, against the defendants. 

Mr, Comyn applied for an order allowing 
the plaintiff his costs on the ground that in 
all the circumstances the case was one that 
called for investigation. The plaintiff was a 
first cousin, and he did not have an oppor- 
tunity of seeing this old man before he died. 

Mr, Fitzgerald opposed. The action, he 
said, was brought for revocation of probate 
that had already been granted. He would 
not oppose the plaintiff's being relieved of 
paying costs, but he opposed his getting 
costs, 

Mr, Justice O’Byrne said that this was not 
a suit to establish a will, but a suit for re- 
vocation of probate. Further, there had been 
a plea of undue influence, which was with- 
drawn at the trial. He must have regard to 
all the facts and circumstances, - This was a 
will drawn by a solicitor of long standing 
and experience, who in the ordinary course of 
events acted for this old gentleman.. It had 
been proved in the clearest evidence, and the 
jury had not taken much more than five 
minutes to consider it. He did not think it 
was a case in which the plaintiff could in any 
circumstances be allowed costs out of the 
estate. On the other hand, he would pot, 
make an order for costs against him, and the 
only order he would make would be that the 
defendants should be entitled to their costs 
out of the assets.

INJURY WHEN ALIGHTING 
FROM CARRIAGE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
JURY.) 


Nicholas Galvin, chief cashier of Messrs. 
Clery and Cc., Ltd., Dublin, claimed damages 
against the Great Southern Railways Co. for 
personal and other injuries alleged to have 
been caused by reason of the negligence af 
the defendants’ servants, in the management 
ef a train at Dun Laoghaire Station on the 
29th February, 1932. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. C. F. Matheson 
(instructed by Messrs. Matheson, Ormsby, 
and Prentice) appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Healy (in- 
structed by Mr. Join J. McDonald) for de- 
fendants. 

The plaintiff alleged that on the 29th Feb- 
ruary, 1932. he travelled from Westland Row 
Station to Dun Laoghaire, and when he was 
on the point of alighting from the carriage at 
Dun Laoghaire the train was restarted, and 
he was thrown off his feet and fell with great 
force on the platform. He suffered a fracture 
of the left thigh, and his body was much 
bruised and injured. 

The defendants, in a traverse, denied negli- 
gence, and pleaded that if the plaintiff 
suffered or incurred the alleged or any damage 
(which was denied), it was caused through 
his sole negligence in attempting to alignt 
from the train while it was still in motion 
and before it had been brought to rest at the 
platform. As a further defence, they pleaded 
that the plaintiff was i carried as a 
passenger upon the*terms of a special con- 
tract applicable to passengers carried at re- 
duced or excursion fal. and was the holder 
of an excursion ticket embodying certain 
terms, one of which was: ‘‘Neither the holder 
nor any other person shall have any right of 
action against the company, or any other rail- 
way company, or persofi owning, working, or 
using any railway vehicles or premises 
(whether jointly with the company or other- 
wise) upon which said tickets may be avail- 
able in respect of (a) injury (fatal or other- 
wise), loss, damage or delay, however caused ; 
or (b) loss of or delay to property, however 
caused,”’ 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day.

AFFAIRS OF MACROOM 
COMPANY. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


The petition of Mr. Solomon Sherling, of 
25 Kyrl’s quay, Cork, for the compulsory

Company, Ltd., Macroom, was listed.

UNEMPLOYED TO GET THE 
PREFERENCE IN JUNE. 


The Dublin County Council last night 
agreed unanimously to request the Minister 
for Local Government to fix the local 
elections for Wednesday. June 28th. 

Mr. J. J. Clarke said that their secretary, 
who would be the returning officer, should 
take steps to ensure that all persons employed 
in connection with the polling and the count- 
ing of the votes should be people in need of 
employment. At previous elections it had 
been a disgrace to see men in regular jobs 
at big salaries, or retired on big pensions, 
getsing further public money for deine work 
for which competent unemployed men could 
haye been found. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. J. Shiel) said that 
he protested repeatedly against the practice 
of ignoring the claims of the competent un: 
employed to election work. To him it seemed 
very regrettable that, while men were 
chronically idle, highly-paid school teachers, 
with their schools shut down, should be 
engaged. The same remark applied to the 
employment of other officials and persons in 
receipt of regular incomes. Of course, men 
ooaid not be taken haphazard, but, now that 
sufficient notice of the Council’s feeling on 
the matter was being given, there would be 
ample time to test the qualifications of un- 
employed applicants for election work. 

he Secretary (Mr. P. J. Murphy) said 
that, so far as he was concerned, the unem- 
ployed would get preference on election work, 
on condition, of course, that they submitted 


some evidence of competence for the job.

East of the meridian, Virgo and Bodtes 
occupy thost of the picture, marked re- 
spectively by the bright stars Spica and 
Arcturus. Spica is a typical white star, 
and a giant; Arcturus is of solar type, 
and one of our not very distant neigh- 
bours, as stars go. In other words, Arc- 
turus is about light-years distant, and 
Spica over 300. Near the Eastern horizon 
are Corona Borealis, Hercules and 
Serpens, Ophiuchus and Libra are rising. 
In the region below the Pole are 
Cassiopeia and Cepheus. Vega and Deneb 
are conspicuous in the North-East. The 
Milky Way lies near the horizon from 
S.W. to N.. 


A NEBULOUS REGION 


Close above the present position of the 
planet Mars is a portion of the Constella- 
tion Leo, marked by a _ conspicuous 
rectangle of moderately bright stars. The 
brightest is Denebola or Beta Leonis, at 
the South-East corner, a star of the 2nd 
magnitude. Immediately Eas:wards of 
this figure is the remarkable Nebulous 
Region of Virgo. This lies mostly in the 
Constellation Virgo, but has a consider- 
able extension Northwards into Coma 
Berenices. Here are nebule of many 
sorts, but mostly spirals, so thickly sown 
that, if a telescope of sufficient power be 
directed anywhere into this patch of 
sky, there are sure to be several in the 
field of view. It is fascinating to 
‘‘ sweep ” here with a low power. The 
faint ghostly forms flit sbrongl the field 
in twos, threes, half-dozens. They are of 
all manner of shapes, mostly those of flat 
spirals seen in all kinds of aspects, from 
squarely facing to edgewise. Photographic 
plates exposed here have recorded as many 
as 200 or more on one plate. As for their 
distances, as much as 140,000,000 light- 
years have been attributed to so:ne. [n 
fact, here we seem to see out into infinite 
space farther than anywhere else. 

Immediately below the nebulous region, 
and nearly on the Equator, is the well- 
known binary star, Gamma Virginis. This 
is an equal pair of 3rd magnitude stars, 
with a period of 180 years. The pair open 
and close to such an extent that, whe2 
most open, it is an easy er, sr íor a small 
telescope, but, when closed, it requires a 
very large instrument to reveal it as a 
double. In 1836 it was at its closest, and 
few telescopes could deal with it. It was 
at its maximum opening in 1896. Since

The blg films arrive so late in Dublin that 
one is left, with the alternative of saying 
“ditto” to a judgment that has already 
been passed on them or of seeming odd by 
going against it. In this case one says 
‘ditto’ without any hesitation—at 1s quite 
true that ‘‘Rome Express” is an outstand- 
ing picture and a landniark in British film 
production. i 

The. story is ordinary crook melodrama, but 
it is handled so cleverly that the film is really 
remarkable: it is the first English picture 
that can stand on its own feet and challenge 
comparison with the intelligent direction that 
is given to the continental and American 
films. “ Rome Express ” has very much the 
same theme as “ Shanghai Express,” which 
we saw in Dublin a few months ago. Ip 
both pictures the action takes place on a rail- 
way train, and in both pictures we feel that 
the train interests us far more than the 
actors. But in ‘‘ Shanghai Express.” good 
as it was; we were plunged into full-blooded 
melodrama so often that the illusion of 
‘‘ making the journey ” was very soon lost, 
while in the British picture it. remains all 
the time, 

The train dominates the action from start 
to finish in ‘‘ Rome Express.” When we see 
it first it is about to leave the Gare de Lyon 
on its long journey southwards, and our at- 
tention is focussed on the general bustle of 
the station and the confusion and irritation 
of the travellers. Later on we take a stroll 
(as it were) down the train; we see Asta 
Marvelle, the famous film star, arguing with 
her publicity agent; overhear the remarks of 
two sinister gentlemen who are evidently up 
to no good; look in for a moment on a 
bearded old Frenchman (the Chief of Police, 
as it afterwards turns out), who is discussing 
insects with a very reluctant listener, and 
pé hastily by Mr, Tom Bishop, a talkative 
sore on holiday It is all very interesting 
and amusing, and we are quite content to 
watch them in their relations with one 
another, without worrying much about any- 
The actual story takes a long 
time to emerge; it is not for some time that 
we realise awho and what all these people 
are, and it is not until nearly half-way 
through the film that we learn about the 
Van Dyck portrait, the centre of the whole 
action. 


DRAMA TAKES SHAPE, 


This delay would be exasperating in any 
ordinary film, but the train continues to hold 
our interest. The drama takes shape, a man 
is murdered, inquiries are set on foot, people 
are wrongly suspected, the picture is found 
again—but all the time there are the swaying 
carriages, the changing landscape outside, 
and the noise of the wheels, and it is these 
things which seem to be the real centre of 
the film. The story and the train reach their 
end simultaneously, the carriages stop with a 
jolt, the passengers disperse, and the journey 
is over. 

The extraordinary ‘‘realism’’ of this picture

SPECTRA OF STARS. 


For the amateur telescopist who desires 
some variation on double stars, clusters 
and nebule, a star spectroscope offers a 
change of work which need not be costly. 
One may be purchased for a little more 
than the price of a good eye-piece. With 
this there is a fascinating department ol 
stellar work open to the observer, especi- 
ally if he has a telescope of respectable 
dimensions; but even the humble two- 
inch will offer a field of work on the 
brighter stars. Five main types of spectra 
are recognised among the stars, beginning 
with the white stars, like Sirius, Rigel 
and other Orion stars, Spica, etc. 
Next come yellow stars, having spectra

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Mars and Neptune on the 11th at 5 a.m., 
with Jupiter the same day at 11 
p.m., with Saturn on the 22nd at ó a.m. 
This is the time of year when the Moon 
shows best in the evening sky after sunset. 
The slender crescent, such as will be seen 
during the last three days of the month, 
is a very attractive telescopic object—all 
the more as it needs but the smallest and 
most unassuming telescope to display its 
beauties. Many years ago the writer of 
these notes, then a small boy, constructed 
a telescope with a spectacle lens, a paste- 
board tube, and a sixpenny microscope ; 
and this elementary instrument showed 
the mountains in the Moon, the crescent 
of Venus, and Jupiter’s satellites, to the 
vast delight of its builder. If any reader 
of these lines possesses one of those de- 
lightful instruments, a ‘‘ Davon’’ micro- 
telescope—which is merely an ordinary 
microscope, with a small telescopic objec- 
tive mounted in a short tube attachment 
arranged to throw the images of distant 
objects on to the substage mirror, or a 
right-angled prism in lieu thereof, and 
thence into the microscope—a very beauti- 
ful view of the Moon can be obtained, with 
all the principal features clear and sharp. 
The beauty of this arrangement is that the 
microscope can be stood on a window-seat, 
and the observer can sit at his ease in a 
chair and look down the tube in an easy 
and comfortable attitude. 

The ‘‘ Davon’’ can be attached to any 
microscope, with practically no alteration 
of the instrument, and so as to be in- 
stantly detachable. when the mictoscope 
is required for its legitimate uses. Powers 
of 30 to 60 times can be readily obtained, 
end are quite sufficient for the Moon, 
Jupiter and Venus. Sunspots, too, can be 
seeh well, if a piece of tinted glass be 
placed over the eye-piece of the microscope 
to’ protect the eye. Occultations of the 
brighter stars could be observed, and 
timed, also, if a good watch, checked by 
radio signal, were available; and the 
observation would be of some scientific 
value. Indeed,. the telescopes with which 
Galileo, Huyghens and other early 
astronomers made epoch-making observa- 
tions were not so powerful. 


THE STARS. 


At midnight on the 1st, 11 p.m. on the 
15th, 10 p.m. on the 30th Leo, Hydra and 


then orange-red, characterised by a banded 
spectrum, and, lastly, red and bright-line 
stars. The red stars have banded spectra 
like the orange-red type; but the bands 
are turned the other way, those in the 
one type being sharp on the side next the 
red end of the spectrum, and in the other 
sharp on the side next the violet, and 
shading off on the other side, The bands 
in the spectrum of a red star are identical 
with those in the spectrum of the flame 
of a Bunsen burner or of an ordinary gas 
ring, and are clearly due to carbon 
vapour. 

Then, finally, we have the most extra- 
ordinary type of all—the ‘‘ Wolf-Rayet’’ 
stars, which have bright lines as well as 
dark in their spectrum. These make very 
beautiful objects in the spectroscope, and 
are very easily seen. Next in ease of 
visibility are Sirius and the other white 
stars, which have no other lines but those 
of hydrogen or helium, and these very 
sharp and black. Vega, Deneb, Sirius, 
Rigel, Spica, Procyon, Altair and Regulus 
belong to this type. The second, or solar, 
type also contains numerous examples; 
Aldebaran, Arcturus, Capella, and Alpha 
Centauri belong to it. These types are 
now sub-divided into many minor divi- 
sions, which shade into one another as 
gradually as the colours of the spectrum 
itself.

The Most Rev. Dr. Mulhern, Bishop of 
Dromore, Co. Down, in his Lenten Pastoral, 
Bays :— 

“* Watchfulness and prayer are pressing) 
needed in these days, when the very nae ná 
tions of faith and belief in the supernatural 
are assailed, arid an active campaign is in 
progress which strikes at the roots of all 
religion, as well as of the social order estab- 
lished by God. That the agents of this 
satanical movement have found some followers 
in our country cannot be denied; and that 
their efforts to increase their numbers will 
not be relaxed may be taken for granted 
unless our people, young and old, show a 
determined opposition to everyone and every- 
NO. savouring of this anti-God sect. ... 

‘It is gratifying to notice that our people 
generally, however they may differ in philtice, 
have dissociated themselves from Communistic 
associations. We are proud of our country’s 
faith and of the public expression given to it 


on recent occasions; and, like our forefathers, 


we are, no doubt, ready and willing to make 
many sacrifices for it; nor is there, with 
God's blessing, any solid reason for fearine 
that we shall lose it. With the blessing of 
our Eucharistic Lord, through the interces- 
Sion of His Immaculate Mother and of our 
irish saints, and through the merits of all 
our people who sacrificed wealth, honours, 
and even life itself in defence of it, the 


' present generation will cling to {t with equal 


or greater tenacity, But we must guard it, 
live up to its dictates, and, if necessary, 
defend it against those who would try to rob 
us of it.

RETURN TO SIMPLE LIFE. 


The Most Rev. Dr. O’Kane, Bishop of 
Derry, writes:—‘ If the unemployed want 
support and sympathy, they would do well to 
clear out fpreign agitators who think so little 
of the respect of our people for the Catholic 
faith that they openly revile it in their pre- 
sence. 

To owners of small holdings in the country, 
His Lordship adds:—*‘ No re-adjustment | of 
industry will bring any relief, and no system 
of Communism will make any appeal, In- 


deed, they are the. strongest bulwark we 


possess against Communism.” 


‘They deserve such protection as the 
Government can give them, and assistance in 
learning and adopting improved methods of 
tillage and marketing, and even to be secured, 
by tariffs or otherwise, of an economic price 
for the crops they grow, 

“In the meantime, they must return to the 

simple life of fifty years ago and content 
themselves with the food and clothing they 
produce,”’ 

An industrial age, it is pointed out, has 
raised up a system full of abuses, but this 
cannot be remedied by substituting one 
tyranny for another. The control of the 
State machine will be in the hands of a few, 
and the individual will become a mere unit 
after he has given up all his inalienable 


rights, even the right of controlling the 


education and religion of bis family. his is 
the condition of society in Russia to-day. 
The State has the right to interfere even with 
private property and secure for the mass of 
the people a means of livelihood, but it is* 
bound to secure reasonable compensation to 
the owner. And so it is that a benign and 
Christian Government can, without reyolu- 
tionary or godless systems, restore the fabrie 
of society to the condition that all will have 
equal opportunity, But equality there can 
never be. > 


A DELICATE TASK. 


The Most Rev. Dr. McNeely, Bishop of 
Raphoe, Co. Donegal, in his Lenten Pastoral, 
states that “the discipline and self-denial that 
the proper observance of Vent calls for will 
provide a useful training for the times that 
lie ahead. Those who hold the reins of 
government under present conditions of de. 
pression have a delicate and trying task to 
perform. A anited effort on the part of all 
interests in the State will be needed, and 
should be given ungrudgingly. . . . There 
is no disguising the fact that the farmers 
are, for the time being at any rate, ousted 
from a valuable market, though it must be 
said that its value has been steadily de- 
clining In recent years. In this connection 
it is significant that the farmers across the 
border, who have free access to that market, 
are far from being even moderately pro- 
sperous, Taking a broad view, one would 
say that the trend of events suggests the 
advisability of readjusting our national 
economy. It would be unreasonable to ex- 
pect that the country can remain, to the 
same extent, the stock-raising country that 
it has been; an expansion of tillage-farming 
must take place, There is far too little of 
it at present. .. . 

“ With the spread of manufacturing indus- 
tries, the home market is capable of vast 
development. To strengthen the manufactur- 
ing arm, recourse must be had to tariffs; 
ouc proximity to a highly industrialised and 
commercial country makes that necessary 
The difficulty will be to strike a nice balance 
between manufacturing and agricultural 
interests, agriculture being our primary and 
basic industry.” . . . 

‘We earnestly hope that an arrangement 
that shall be both just and honourable will 
be reaclied in the issues that are in debate 
with the British Government. Our people, 
be it noted—and the election results prove 
it—are in no mood to surrender their rights. 
In all matters of the kind calm and reason- 
able consideration is required, and no motive 
of enmity or rancour should be introduced, 
There is no valid reason why the Irish and 
British peoples should not he ele to estab- 
lish and preserve friendly business relations ; 


both sides benefit by such.”

DANGERS OF COMMUNISM. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Naughton, Bishop of 
Killala, Co. Mayo, warns his flock against 
the dangers that threaten from the poisonous 
doctrines of Communism being propagated in 
certain parts of the country. Availing of the 
present crisis in the economic life of the 
country and the consequent distress and 
hardship, amongst the working classes, agents 
of Russia, with ample funds, are, he says, 
endeavouring to spread their anti-God cam- 
paign. A gratifying result of the exposure of 
their aims and activities in the Catholic 
Press has been the large number of resolu- 
tions passed by Trish labour and other organi- 
sations dissociating themselves absolutely 
from those who wish to set up a Soviet State 
in Ireland. ‘* We can feel confident,” adds 
His Lordship, “the militant Catholic faith 


of Treland will never tolerate conditions now 


prevailing in Russia, Spain and Mexico, 
Once aroused to the danger, our Catholic 
laity will not be slow to realise the necessity 
for united Catholic action, and will awaken 
to a sense of their responsibility in this great 
struggle against the Powers of Darkness. 

The pastoral concludes by expressing the 
hope that no individual will be so misguided 
as to become associated with any society that 
would be in opposition to the teachings of 
Holy Church or subversive of the legitimate 
authority of the Government. No one can 
become a Communist and continue to be a 


practical Catholic.

T Cork Gas Consumers’ meeting team, 
Mr. W, B. Harrington, who presided, 
said that, although business condi- 
tions had been difficult, ne was pleased to 
suy that the results for the last half-year 
were very favourable, the sale of pas exceed. 
ing that of the corresponding period in 1931 
by over ten and three-quarter million cubic 
feet. Thero also had been a good Increase 
in the return from residual products, which 
mainly was attributable to the extended use 
of coke for industrial 4nd domestic pur- 
ses, and to the improvement in the demand 
or tar products. Coal was the raw matertal 
of their industry, and in the year 1932 the 
cost and freight of coal carbonised was 
900. The manufacture of this coal into 
gas coke, tar products and sulphate of 
ammonia cntailed an expenditure of £57,000 
in wages and salaries and £19,000 in rates, 
taxes and duties; or, to put it in another 
way, for every £1 paid for coal and freight, 
over £2 10s, was spent in Cork on wages, 
salaries, rates, taxes, etc. 


A NEW INDUSTRY. 


In this connection it would interest them to 
know that the bulk of their meters now was 
being made in Cork. This was a new local 
industry. 

Bince the corresponding period of last year 
they had a nett increase of 640 in the number 
of consumers, and the number of ‘sr 
stoves, sold or hired, had increased by .

POSSIBLE EARLY 


ABOLITION. 
, a 


T is understood that one of the first bills to 
come before the Dail this session ia a 
measure for the abolition of the Com- 

mercial Reg:ster in the city franehise, The 
bill is expected to be introduced at an early 
date, and may possibly be in operation at the 
Dublin Municipal elections in June next. 
The measure will deprive the commercial 
community of their special representation in 
the Dublin Corporation. That representation, 


by means of a Commercial Bain was 


instituted as the result of evidence given 
before the Greater Dublin Commission. This 
evidence bore such weight with the Com: 
mission that means to find direct commercial 
representation on the Municipal Council was 
devised in order that the commercial com- 
munity, with its heavy ratepaying responsi- 
bility might not be submerged in the wider 
franchise. é 

The Commission's recommendation. of a 
Commercial Register was adopted by the 
promoters of the bill, and at the election 
following the passing of the Greater Dublin 
Act five special representatives were elected 
to sit on the Dublin Municipal Council. The 
Chamber of Commerce elected Alderman 
Hubbard Clark, Sir Thomas Robinson and 
the late Mr. McGloughlin, who has since 
been succeeded by Mr. J, Cogan. 
Councillor D. Coyle was returned by the 
National Businessmen’s Association, and 
Councillor William O’Hara with the support 
of the Licensed Traders’ Association. 

There is a feeling that the abolition of this 
special Commercial Register would be most 
unfair in face of the evidence which led to its 
creation. There is also no doubt that the 
opposition of Rathmines and Pembroke to the 
Greater Dublin Bill was modified in some 
degree in view of the prospect of the provision 
of such a register. 

The five representatives of the commercial 
community on the Dublin Municipal Council 
have always been mindful of economy in the 
administration of the city’s affairs, and if 
they disappear at the June elections, through 
the abolition of the special franchise, spending 
representatives may fill their places. They 
watched over the rates in an especial manner, 
and this year, with the municipal rates 
already forecast at 19s 1.d. or 19s. 2d. in the 
£, the possible consequence of ther absence 
may cause the public some concern.

of Dublin. ‘Owing to the extension of the 
city boundary, the work had been consider- 
ably increased, and if the institution did uot 
maintain a high reputation for efficiency its 
existence would soon come to an end, “ 

The finances were in a satisfactory condi- 
tion. A balance of £286 2s. was carried 
forward, which enabled the work to proceed 
when income was lowest, Most of the 
church collections had been maintained, and 
the public had responded liberally, showing 
that a high opinion was held of the home and 
the work. 

The fact that voluntary contributions from 
patients amounted to £178 8s. 1d. was ample 
evidence as to the appreciation of the poor. 
The deaths of Mr. James Andrew and fir 
William Taylor, Hon. Surgeon, were 
mentioned with regret. 

Two thousand and eleven patients were 
nursed during 1932, 1,358 were convalescent, 
274. sent to hospital, 198 died, and 181 
remained at the end of the = The number 
of the visits made during 1932 was 36,868. 


SPLENDID SERVICES. 

The Archbishop of Dublin said that the 
report and statement’ weré good, and repre- 
sented very solid and splendid work. ‘The 
story of St. Patrick’s Nurses’. Home. was 
very little known in the city, and he supposed 
that very few people in the city, apart from 
the actual visiting nurses, knew what was 
going on. The work madé no outward dis- 
play, and yet, like many things which they 
spoke little about, it was one of the most 
important forces in their economy,.. It. was 
one of the greatest agencies of mercy and 

hilanthropy that existed among them. 

onoured those who supported and took part 
in it. 

In squalid, dirty, nasty-smelling surround- 
ings the nurses day by day did their work 
cheerfully, making the lives of people com- 
fortable and, in many cases, happy by bring- 
ing to them the advantages. .of sanitary 
science, medical treatment and obedience to 
doctors’ orders. They owed, these purses a 
tribute of gratitude. 

One of the best testimonies to the work 
of the Home was the fact that £176 had been 
received from the sick poor. He desired to 
express his gratitude to the Committee and 
the hon, treasurer and secretary, Mr. J 
Wheatley, for their splendid. work in the 
past, and to congratu ate the Matron and 
staff on their splendid services, 


NON-SECTARIAN WORK. 

Chief Justice Kennedy proposed that the 
report and statement of accounts be approved 
and adopted. He said that he had read the 
report with great pleasure, It was a re- 
markable: report of . increasing work. ‘There 
was a marked increase in the voluntary efforts 
of the patients, whereas the subscriptions had 
slightly fallen off. With the multiplicity of 
hospitals in this city perbaps, there were 
people who could hardly see what work there 
was to do for a nurses’ home, but anyone 
who read the report would realise that there 
was a very definite and valuable programme 
fo be undertaken by institutions like’ St.

Be? the back streets of this city were 
terrible slums, which they all ho might 
disappear within a reasonable period, and it 
wis in these slums that. the. nurses visited 
poor people in their wretched homes. It was 
not an institution that overlapped. The 
work was of a non-sectarian’ character, among 
pecple of all religions, and consequently de- 
served to be recommended to the financial 
support of people of all religions, There was 
nothing narrow in its scope. was the 
principal nurses’ institution in. the South side 
of Dublin, and should receive recognition 
from all who resided in that area. . 

Dr. Elia Webb seconded the motion, and 
praised the nurses’ work. She said that they 
often bad to do as much house work as 
uursing. Wherever a Jubilee nurse came 
everything went well. Over 36,000 visits had 
been made last year, and the salaries were 

ut down at £598. She felt proud that her 
ather had been instrumental in helping to 
start that institution.

CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES’ 
POSITION. 


The report of the British Committee 
appointed to inquire into the position of co- 
operative societies in relation to income tax, 
states that, having. regard, to the evidence 
they have received and to the considerations 
set out. in the report, they recommend :— 

(a) That co-operative societiés should be 
charged to income tax in respect of all trad- 
ing, whether with members or with non- 
members, the charge being computed, subject 
to. the Committees recommendation in 
Paragraph 26, in accordance with the 
ordinary provisions as to allowable .expenses 
applicable under the Income Tax Acts. in the 
case of corporate bodies carrying on trade ; 

(b) That the “dividend' should bé treated 
as a trade expense, and i 

(c) That the statutory exemption granted 
by Section 39 (4) to the Income Tax Act, 
1918, should be withdrawn. 

In Paragraph 26 the Committee say that 
they. have not overlooked the fact that if, 
under the general provisions of. the Income 
Tax Acts, which. would bejapplicable if the 
recommendations. above were followed, tax 
were deducted«at the source by the societies 
from. interest paid, a certain degree of hard.

Whole villages are surounded by wales, 

main roads ‘are flooded to such a depth the 
it is impossible to Araverse them, cattle and 
sheep and. lambs are being hastily shepherded 
out of danger, and many motor cars have been 


stranded. 

Two deaths w drowning in flooded streams 
are reported, Robert Knott, aged 4, of Salis- 
bary road, Bath, fell into a “swollen brook 
near his home on Sunday night, and was 
swept away. Paul Sharratt, aged 2, was 
carried away yesterday in a stream of flood 
water three feet deep running at the bottom 
of his father’s gdea at Donisthorpe, near 
Ashby-de-la-Zouch. 

Home of the deepest floods are reported in 
the Thames Valley. At Shepperton, bunga- 
low dwellers had to use waders when going to 
and from their homes. In low-lying parts of 
| Guildford flood waters completely covered the 
streets, and large areas of land between 
Godalming and Guildford are under several 
feet of water, One stretch is four miles long 
and half-a-mile wide. 


THAMES’ RAPID RISE. 


The Thames had risen nearly four feet 
above normal level at Windsor at 5 p.m. 
yesterday. On Saturday it was at summ~ 
level, and the rise represents ove of the 
most rapid within ving. memory, Etop 
College playing fields and Datchet goif course 
are completely under water. A number of 
roads has been clo in the area, including 
the main Windsor to Staines thoronghfare. 

The floods at Byfleet are more sesious than 
any experienced in living memory, state the 
local’ authornties. The River Wey, a. con- 
tributary of the Thames, has overflowed its. 
banks, Many of the fields surrounding the 
villace are Submerged to varying depths, 
Water has entered the basements of a num- 
ber of houses, and the Surrey County Council 
has provided lorries to act as ferries. 

The floods have also encroached upon 
Brooklands motor track, the lower parts of 
which are under water. 

The Thames Conservancy officials have ali 
weirs out, and are rapidly getting the water 
away. 
In the North Riding of Yorkshire hundreds 
of acres of lowlands are inundated and roads 
are.deep in water. Many dwellinghouses and 
business premises in Northallerton were 
flooded to a depth of two feet. Several cars 
were stranded. The near-by village of 
Brompton is one vast lake, with water pour- 
ing into the houses. The clerk to the

THOUSANDS OF DEAD RATS.

Flooding caused the disorganisation ol 
telephone services in many parts of the 
country. Trunk lines from London to 
Hanley, Hull, Lincoln, Southampton, Sheffield 
and (Glasgow were all seriously affected. Al 
available pumping apparatus is at work to 
clear the flooded calites, announced a Post 
Office official. 


RADIO LINK TO MILFORD, 


Wireless is to be used in re-establishing 
communication with Milford Haven, which 
has beer isolated since Thursday last. Major 
Gwilym Lloyd George, M.P., saw the Post 
Office authorities yesterday afternoon, and 
suggested that wireless might be used to 
bridge the gap between there and Carmarthen. 
They readily accepted this suggestion, and 
the apparatus is being sent off by the first 
available train, so that there may be some 
means of getting messages through to Milford 
Haven pending the restoration of the ordinary 
telegraph and telephone service. 
Wensleydale, Yorkshire, is imaccessible by 
road owing to snowdrifts, but the London 
and North-Eastern Railway Company kept 
the line open by running snow ploughs be- 
tween Northallerton and Hawes, restricting 
the service to one train each way. Mile after 
mile of telegraph poles are down in this area. 
‘bus belonging to the Scottish Motor 
‘Traction Company, which left Edin@®argh for 
Dumiries on Saturday, and another belonging 
to the Caledonian Omnibus Company of Dum. 
fries are lost in snowdrifts in the Tweedsmuir 
district, between Edinburgh and Dumfries.

One rescue party, however, from Dumfries 
succeeded in reaching a cottage at Tweed- 
shaw, where six motorists; whose motors 
stuck in the snow on Saturday night, had 
been maroored over the week-end. Among 
those rescued were three women. 

All were found safe and well, though 
becoming anxious owing to the impossibility 
of communicating with their friends. The 
blizzard had raged for thirty-six hours. 

When the marooned motorists awakened on 
Sunday the snow was up to the roof of the 
cottage, and a road out had to be dug.

BRITISH COMMITTEE'S 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


Traffic Signs have reported to the Minister 
of Transport that they do not see any objec- 
tion in principle to direction indicators 
operated mechanically includin those 
operated electrically) on motor vehicles, if 
drivers prefer to use them rather than give 
the recognised hand signals. ) 

The Committee in their report, issued 
yesterday, recommend that tne fitting of 
direction indicators on motor vehicles should 
not be compulsory, except that if signals to 
turn to right or left are given by mechanical 
meana they should be given by means of an 
illuminated sign of amber colour, of a 
minimum illuminated length of six inches, of 
a shape long in proportion to its breadth, and 
displayed horizontally on the right or left 
side of the vehicle, as the case may be. 

If mechanical signals are repeated at the 
rear of the vehicle, such repeated signals 
should be shown coincidently with the front 
signals, 

Flashing or occulting lights should not be 
nsed for mechanical signals. 

On vehicles not fitted with electric lighting 


The British Departmental Committee on‘ 


equipment signals may be in the shape of ahand, 


painted white, and should project at least six 
inches from the side of the vehicle. 

The signal to stop should be given by 
means of a red or amber stop signal at the 
rear of the vehicle. 

The Minister of Transport has given notice 
that, to avoid undue interference with the 
output of manufacturers for the current 
season, any regulations which he may decide 
to make following the Committee's recom- 
mendations will be made to apply only to 
vehicles registered for the first time on or 
after Ist October, 1933.

AWE-INSPIRING SPECTACLE.

BERLIN, Midnight. 


HE fire appears to have done ] ttle 


damage, except to the main Assembly 
Hall, which is a mass of charred embers. 
The splendid lobby and the rooms assigned 
lo the various parties and the restaurant 
are untouched, though some parts are 
damaged by water from the fire hoses. 

The Assembly Hall presents a scene of 
desolate wreckage, with all the deputies’ 
seats, diplomats’, public and Press 
galleries destroyed, and all the iron 
pillars supporting the golden dome twisted 
out of shape. 

There is still apparently only one mar 
under arrest, the Dutchman. 

The crowds which had gathered in the 
Tiergarten are :.owly dispersing, as there 
is nothing more to be seen except a few 
wreaths of smoke, and the Reichstag 
building is now in darkness. 


RAPID SPREAD. 


The fire developed with extraordinary 
rapidity, and, though first noticed in the 
dome, the lower portions of the building 
were soon involved. 

Searchlights were turned on the build- 
ing, and the flames susoting through the 
glass cupola could be seen all over Berlin. 

Thousands of people rushed to the 
Tiergarten to watch the fire, but were 
held up by foot and m»vunted police, while 
very fire brigade in Greater Berlin 
ittacked the fire.

On former occasions Viscount Craigavon

LINE TO BE CLOSED. 


The most important development in the 
strike to-day is the decision of the 
Northern Counties Committee of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway.

Exist- 
ing contracts for supplies of arms must be honoured; bu‘, as from to-day, 
the Government, pending international action, would authorise the issue of 
no licences for export of supplies either to Japan or China. 


Sir Herbert Samuel suggested that, in addition to supplies of arms, 
supplies of credits to. Japan should be stopped. 
he motion to reduce the vote was rejected. 


THE OPPOSITION’S CASE. 


Mr. Lansbury, in moving the reduction 
of the vote, said that he and his friends 
were neither pro-Japanese nor pro-Chinese. 
They had as much respect for the Japanese 
people as for the Chinese people. They 
profoundly disagreed from the policy of 
the Japanese Government, but that did 
not alter their sentiments of friendship 
and regard for the Japanese. 

Referring to declarations by the 
Japanese Government, Mr. Lansbury said 
that it was true that war had not been 
declared against China. He was not pre- 
pared to argue whether a state of war 
existed or not. It was enough to know 
that the Japanese, armed with all the 
devilish equipment of modern warfare, had 
blasted their way into Manchuria. If that 
was not war, ordinary people would like te 
know what was. He thought it almost 
criminal that a decision had not been 
reached earlier: If the League was to be 
effective in the future, she must move more 
speedily, or, as a consequence of delay, the 
war might be over long before it came to 
a united decision.

GENEVA, Monday. 

An arms embargo for all munitions and 
war material destined for Paraguay and 
Bolivia was proposed by Mr. Eden, the 
British: .Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, at the Disarmament Con- 
ference to-day. 

Mr. Eden stated that the proposal was 
made with the concurrence of the French 
delegation. 

The question will be considered at a 
meeting of the League Council to-morrow, 
and the attitude of Japan will be viewed 
with special interest, in view of the 
embargo announced to-day on the export 
from Great Britain to the Far East of 
arms and ammunition. It will also be the 
first Council meeting since Mr. Matsuoka 
and the rest of the Japanese delegation 
walked out of the League Assembly on 
Friday. 

Fighting between Bolivia and Paraguay 
continues, although the dispute has come 
before the League of Nations. A Ministry 
of War communiqué; issued at Asuncion, 
the Paraguayan capital, states that at 
dawn to-day the Bolivians attacked the 
Paraguayan advance positions at Corrales 
and Toledo, sustaining heavy losses. In 
the Nawana sector, the Paraguayans claim 
to have dispersed a detachment of 
Bolivian cavalry, who were. obliged to 
abandon their dead.

SIR J. SIMON ON ARMS 
EXPORTS. 


Sir John Simon (Foreign Secretary) 

agreed with Mr. Lansbury that we should 
deal with the subject on the basis that 
we wished to remain good friends both of 
China and Japan, and also that we should 
do all we could to induce the parties to 
meet together and reach a mode of con 
ciliation. The course of the British Govern 
in this matter, he declared amid cheers, 
has been perfectly plain, perfectly con 
sistent, and perfectly straightforward from 
beginning to end. 
s It would not have been in accordance 
with the true interests of peace for the 
British Government to make a pronounce 
ment before the Lytton Commission had 
reported. But the Commission had now 
reported, and that report was perfectly 
simple and straightforward. 1t would be 
an extremely strong order if the League 
of Nations did not pay due attention to 
what the report stated. 

There was no doubt at all that the 
method followed by Japan, and the actions 
which she had takem, were not in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Covenant 
of the League:. Japan had taken the law 
into her own hands, and it was beyond 
possibility of doubt that it was contrary 
to the Covenant of the League. But. he 
added. you do the case an injustice if you 
stop there; for the case of Japan is a 
case which involves many complications. 
She has had very severe trials to put up 
with. She has been dealing with a neigh- 
bour who has been extremely difficult to 
deal with. Her situation in Manchuria 
is. something quite exceptional in the 
history of the world. 

In the first place, Japan’s advance did 
not in the least resemble an invasion by 
a foreign forte of some other country, 
because Japan has, in fact, most excep- 


‘tional rights over strips of territory in 


Manchuria. 
The Lytton Report was not a one-sided 


document, . It endeavoured to produce a 


balance of judgment, and pointed out that 
the lengths to which China and her people 
had carriéd the boycott had created a 
situation of greatest possible difficulty.

He would regard it as wholly unfair to 
Japan if we did not recognise that her 
situation and trials were undoubtedly 
exceptional, and as wholly unfair to 
China if he did not add that the Covenant 
of the League does not authorise people 
to take the law into their own hands. 


QUESTION OF SUPPLY. 


Turning to the supply of arms to the 
Far East, Sir John Simon said that, if 
this kind of thing was going to be 
effectively and finally stopped, it could 
only be done by international agreement. 
As soon as it became ‘plain that the 
Report of the Committee of Nineteen 
would be adopted, the British Government 
communicated with half a dozen arms- 
producing countries. But, .before you 
could get a system of international 
control, something had to be done with 
countries which sell, but do not produce 
arms. The Government also gave instruc- 
tions at Geneva for the Government re- 
presentative to the Committee of Com- 
munications, and he believed that either 
to-day or to-morrow this would come 
under consideration. The British Govern- 
ment had been as active in this matter 
as any Government could be. 

It would take a little time to get 
enough information to know whether the 
decision was possible. But the Govern- 
ment had not overlooked the question as 
to whether there was any action which 
could be taken by this country. Here, 
for very practical and prudent reasons, 
very different considerations applied. 
This was a proposition from which the 
Government would not budge. It was im- 
practicable for a single country, acting 
alone, to differentiate between one com- 
batant and the other. (Cheers. ) 

Replying to Mr. Maxton, Sir John said 
warmly—I am enough of pacifist to take 
this view. However we handle this 
matter, I do not intend my own country 
to get into conflict about it. (Cheers. ) 

lf there was to be any action by a single 
nation like ours, he continued, it could 
not be differential action. We had done 
everything in our power to hasten inquiry 
and consideration of the subject, and, 
pending that consideration, as from now, 
we believed that any effort and sacrifice 
was worth making which would reduce the 
risk of widening of the field of conflict or 
of prolonging bloodshed. The general 
sense of the country would be opposed to 
a decision which by freely admitting the 
despatch of arms would, undoubtedly, help 
to foment the struggle.

It. was ah, event that ‘placed an 
indelible mark on the progress of their 
efforts in the matter of indtstrial enterprise. 
The economic policy that- had operated in

.. *!We-Dbelieve,”” he leaid, “that we. are on 
the eve oí a great change.” They were m- 
delited to their chairman foy bringing manu:- 
factureyss together te weélcdine the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, to express 
thelr appreciation of the efforts of the 
Government during theix, term of office to 
help Irish industries. They honoyred. that 
Minister because he was the Minister with 
whom they generally came into’ contact. 
There was much they wanted him to*do and 
much they wanted him to-undo. They ap- 
preciated his difliculties, and offered him their 
oyal support in his efforts t6 build up home 
industries. 

One motive in organising that function was 
to show that the manufacturers Sf this 
country were a live driving force when they 
came together in federation to protect their 
interests. ; 

When Mr. O'Reilly. of the Federation. 
addressed the Dublin. Chamber of Commerce 
on Irish industries and réferred to the num- 
ber of new factories established he was 
laughed at. He himself had built a sub- 
stantial factory, and there were others 
who had done. much in the same way. He 
refuted the charge made by Mr. Norton 
that their industries were run by child labour 
and low wages. They would like to know 
where such factories were, atid who were the 
people concerned, Jt was possible there were 
such cases amonigat importers, but there were 
none among Irish manufacturers, who were 
paying better wages than were paid across 
the water. They wanted their importers now 
to work for, instead of against, the country. 
They did not want to humilia’. the van- 
‘quished, but to rally all for the building up 
of a great Christian nation. 


MR. SEAN. LEMASS. 


Replying to the toast, Mr Sean Lemass, 
Minister for Industry and Commeree, said: 
A glance at the import list suggested that 
there was something. fundamentally wrong in 
a country predominately agricultural which 
imported during recent years an average of 
almost twenty million pounds’ worth under 
the heading of animals, foodstuffs and drink.

The home production of cheese 
was growing gradually, It was hoped in time 
to meet the total sugar requirements from 
home-grown beet and to promote a more ex- 
tensive production of vegetables and fruit.

“The iron founding industry enjoys a 
limited measure of protection, which should 
make the foundation for a more expanded 
production as opportunity offers,

Bottle Factory at Ringsend on modern lines 
should result ín the production of almost 
every type of bottle and glass jar ‘required 
in the country. It may be possible in the 
near future to consider the establishment of 
a works. for the manufacture of sheet glass. 


SLATES AND ROOFING. 


‘The import of slates and roofing material 
generally will, in the near future, cedse, as a 
number of new slate quarries have, with the 
assistance of the Department, been opened 
up, and, in addition, seyeral new firms have 
begun to manufacture concrete tiles. Plans 
are under consideration ‘for the establishment 
of.a brick and. tile industry. Excellent clays 
aré availiable on good ‘sites, and the comple- 
tion of this scheme is only a matter of arrang- 
ing for the organisation of a company to take 
charge of the operations, Similarly, plans have 
almost reached the point of completion, as a 
result of which all the cement requirements 
of the country will be manufactured in the 
country. This item alone will reduce imports 
by something over £400,000 per year. 

General earthenware affords a clear field for 
expansion. 


MINERAL POSSIBILITIES. 


“ Thene are mineral possibilities. in this 
country which are, or will shortly be, whder 
examination. One of these, in particular, may 
lead to a largé scale development, and pro- 
duce at least one of the basic materials for a 
heavy industry, A certain amount of unem- 
ployment relief money has been spent on 
various types of mineral exploration. This 
form of expenditure in relief of unemploy- 
ment is, in my opinion, an investment which 
may lead to Jater development: work on a 
commercial basis. 

"The total import of paper and cardboard 
has, on the average, been in the neighbour- 
hood of £14 millions. The steps so far taken 
are likely to divert to home predmoaies about 
a quarter of a million of the trade in sta- 
tionery of all classes, printed matter and 
paper bags. 

“ Under the heading-of menufactores of 
rubber, there is a trade of about £400,000 
awaiting exploitation, of which over half is 
represented by motor and bicycle tyres, etr. 
It is a task for the future to establish an 
industry in the Saorseat for the manufacture 
of these goods, and I have some reason to 
believe that this may be possible. 


POSSIBILITIES OF THE 
FUTURE. 

‘‘T submit that we have approached the 
problem of increasing home production from 
the right angle. Only a beginning has been 
made, and the results cannot be garnered for, 
perhaps, years; but I believe that, although 
there has been a certain inevitable disturb- 
ance of importing and trading interests, the 
country, as a whole, has been roused by our 
example to a proper réalisation of the possi- 
bilities for the future. Employment is bein 
steadily increased, new assets.in the shape o 
factories and workshops are being erected, 
and a steadily increasing circulation of money 
—~previously sent out of the country—will 
tend to increase the opportunities and pros- 
perity of every class in the country, I have 
noted with pleasure, and sometimes even with 
surprise, sighs of approval of our industrial 
policy’ in unexpected quarters. What was 
especially needed at this moment of what 
may almost be described as a crisis in the 
fortunes oí this country, bearing in mind, 
above all; the present circumstances of world 
depression, was an example of ceurage and 
belief in the destiny of our common country. 
This example has, I submit, been given. 

“ I desire to express my pleasure that the 
Federation of Irish Industries has been estab- 
lished... Ite existence will. not merely afford 
an organisation. through which Irish manu- 
facturers ‘may assist “each ‘other to meet 
common, difficulties and arrange plans for 
development, but it also affords a means of 
creating in the public mind that. sense of 
pride in our industrial equipment and achieve- 
ments -which will rout out the last vestiges 
of the old defeatest spirit. Discussions are 
at present proceeding as to the most effective 
machinery for ensuring effective co-operation 
between the Federation and my Department, 
so that the efforts of one will séimhe: 
those of the other to the common objective 
of establishing here on a firm and per- 
manent. basis an Irish industrial organisation 
which will be second to none in the world 
for efficiency, “hich wil) be as complete in 
detail as our national resources will permit, 
which will serve the needs of the Irish people, 
and which will, above all, help in out s 
to abolish the social curse of unemployment 
from our island. 

“I desire to congratulate those who took 
the initiative to bringing this organisation 
into existence, and to wish it a long and 
useful life,’” Sig ee

PATRON SAINT OF 
CLERKS. 


Mr. J. J. Dowling, a member of the Dublin 
Rotary Club, gave his fellow-members yester- 
day, in the Metropole Restaurant, Dublin, 
an interesting talk on the uses of the account- 
ing machine, which has of late years come 
into the offices of business concerns. 
Although there were earlier attempts at 
calculating machines in France and other 
countries, to an Englishman, Charles Babbage, 
said Mr. Dowling, belongs the credit for the 
first attempt to produce a machine that 
would record its work. Babbage, who was 
a professor of mathematics at Cambridge 
about the year 1820, submitted to managers 
of the Royal Society his crude model of what 
he called an “engine of differences,’’ which 
was to perform the most extended computa- 
tions required in the study of astronomy and 
navigation, and to produce a record of its 
work stamped on plates of copper or other 
suitable material. Babbage was entitled to 
all the credit he received, since he was the 
first to conceive a device that fulfilled the 
prime condition of performing its calculations 
ahd recording them together with the result 
without affording possibility of human error 
in transcription. 


A NEW YORK BANK CLERK. 


The next important step in the progress of 
the machine was to the credit of William 
Seward Burroughs, born in New York in 
1858, who, in 1877, became a clerk in the 
Auburn Bank. His work in the bank began 
to tell on his strength. On the advice of 
his physician he went to St. Louis in 1882, 
where his mind turned towards the invention 
of a mechanical contrivance which would 
make his burden lighter. In the bank young 
Burroughs learned that nine-tenths of the 
work that is done by gentlemen who toil 
indoors has to do with figures, and that the 
human brain is ineapable of sustained effort 
without accident. He conceived a machine 
that would record amounts indelibly on paper, 
as he did with his pen, without the slightest 
possibility of error, and would carry a pro- 
gressive total as fast as the amounts were 
listed, so that on pressing a key at any time 
during the operation a correct total would be 
printed instantly. 

Before Burroughs died in 1898 a company 
was formed, and in 1905 it was desired to 
acknowledge the great work of Burroughs by 
linking his name with the machine which he 
had invented. 


150,000 MACHINES EACH 
YEAR. 
To show the progress of the invention, Mr. 
Dowling mentioned that over 150,000 Bur- 
roughs machines of 130 different styles were 
now being produced annually, giving employ- 
ment to over 10,000 workers. When con- 
cerns, with over 100 years of history behind 
them, finally decided to use these machines 
for figure work, a remarkable tribute was 
paid to the quality, efficiency and absolute 
accuracy of this type of service. In every 
trade and business an anormous variety of 
work that was formerly done by hand was 
now being done far more accurately, far 
more speedily, and far more ha by 
machine i..an it could be done by hand. 
A demonstration of the working of the 
machine was given by a young lady, who 
took down as rapidly as they were called 
óut by the members, the figures of money 
of different sums, and gave the totals with- 
out a moment's delay. 
Mr. W. H Baskin (Messrs. Cooper and 
Kenny, auditors), and Mr. E. Keith Eason 
testified to the value of the machine from 
their personal experience, and thanked Mr. 
Dowling for his interesting history. ‘* Bur 
roughs,’ said Mr. Eason, _“ deserves to be 
recognised as the patron saint of clerks.”’ 
Mr. Dowling, in reply to questions, said 
that the price of the machine ranged from

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PLEA FOR REDUCTION OF 
BEER DUTY.

A plea for a reduction of the beer duty 
in the forthcoming Budget was made to the 
Chancellor of the i San at the House of 
(Commons yesterday by a a Ae from the 
Barley, Hops and Allied Industries Parlia- 
mentary Committee. 

Sir Henry Page-Croft, M.P., acting chair- 
man of the Committee, who led the deputa- 
tion, said they spoke on behalf of 223 
members of the House. 

The 1931 increased tax on beer had 
defeated the intention of its author, and the 
State in income tax, surtax and unemploy- 
ment benefit, had lost more on the swings 
than it had gained on the roundabouts. 
Municipalities lost possibly as much in rates 
as the Exchequer had gained in beer duty. 
“The trading maltsters of Great Britain, a 
hundred and fifty in number, are threatened 
with absolute ruin,” he said, ' un!'ess there 
is immediate relief. Their decline, of course, 
is shared by growers of barley for malt. 
‘* Nothing can prevent thousands of cereal 
rowers who depend on barley, going into 
iquidation this coming year unless there is a 
reduction of the tax.” 

It was estimated that a drop of four million 
standard barrels had withdrawn £5,000,000 
per annum frem the allied trades.

The President, proposing the toast of the 
Irish Free State, said that they all wished 


prosperity of their native land. ba 
Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, Free State Minister 


for Local Government, responding, speaking | 


in Lrish and English, said that though the 
lrish Free State was a young institution the 
country itself was not young, but had a his- 
tory that went back a very long space of 
time, indeed. It was with a sigh that they 
had to toast the Irish Free State and not 
the whole of Ireland. (Hear, hear.) He did 
not believe that any Irishman wished for the 
partition of the country, but, as it ‘was, they 
had their Free State, and it was their ideal 
to make at least that part of Ireland as 
prosperous as human beings could make it. 
By doing so perhaps they would be bringing 
nearer the day when the separation that was 
a fact to-day would no longer exist. 


BUILDERS’ OPPORTUNITY. 

[f there was one body of peg men 
who were intimately bound up with the 
prosperity of the country it was the master 
buildera If thers was no building going on 
in the country there could be no progress 
and no prosperity, and the contrary was 
equally true, that where building was being 
carried out the country must be prosperous. 
This country was not a new country. It 
was an old nation, with an ancient history, 
but it was an undeveloped country, and there 
was a great opportunity for the builder. 
In Ireland they had some ancient buildings, 
the like of which was not to be found any- 
where else, but, ón the other hand, they had 
housing conditions that were not a credit to 
the country. That was not the fault of the 
builders who had done their work well. This 
was not a rich country, but it was not a poor 
country, and with the resources at our 
disposal we ought to be able to put u 
buildings that would be a credit to ireland, 
as well as. being works of utility. 

Irishmen in other countries had produced 
wonders in. architecture and building con- 
struction, and there was no reason why 
there should be in the days to come any limit 
to the opportunities of the public in Ireland. 
They had not in this country the freedom 
that some of them would desire, but they had 
the freedom necessary for the reconstructing 
of the country as far as housing was con- 
cerned. They were rich enough to provide 
decent and artistic homes for the people. 
The builders had done wonders, but the 
population of Dublin was growing at a rapid 
rate—some of them thought too rapidly—and 
that meant that they had to provide housing 
for the multitudes coming to the city. 
Emigration had stopped, and housing must 
be provided for the people who had to remain 
at home. The Dublin Municipal Council was 
certuinly doing considerable work, but his 
belief was that if housing accommodation of 
a suitable kind was to be provided for the 
people and for the growing population, 
they must be prepared to build at double 
the rate at which houses had been built up 
to the present. 

DUBLIN OVERCROWDED 

The Lord Mayor, Mr. A. Byrne, T.D., pro- 
posing the toast of ‘‘ The Master Builders’ 
Association and its President,’’ welcomed the 
builders, especially those who had come from 
across the border. The Minister had spoken 
about unity, and if that unity were to be 
brought about it would come through good- 
will, toleration, and seeing the view-point of 
their friends across the border. Nobody had 
yet appeared. to provide a home, house or flat 
for the poor and unemployed at rents the 
tenants could pay, ' 

Dublin was at present overcrowded, and he 
hoped that no more of the unemployed would 
come to the city from the country. So far as 
housing was concerned in this country, there 
was no greater advocate for housing than the 
Minister for Local Government. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Emigration was now stopped, and he hoped 
that the people would be provided for in the 
land, 

Mr, John Good, T.D., proposing the toast 
of “ The Architects and Surveyors,”’ said that 
he approved of the registration of builders. 
One of the most wonderful developments 
which he saw in the last 25 years was the 
development of the quantity surveyors.

WICKLOW’S PLIGHT.

ALL SERVICES AT A 
STAND-STILL. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT, 
WICUKLOW, Monday. 


The position to-day in Wicklow, three days 
after the storm, was as follows:—No trains, 
no telegrams, no telephones, no light, no 
power, no post, mo road communication pos- 
sible with inland places. — 

There has been no post in 
town since Friday morning. 

On Sunday a train which was caught in a 
drift at Kilcommon, near Rathdrum, was dug 
clear and proceeded to Rathdrum station. 
The position in the County Home, Rathdrum, 
with its 300 inmates, was serious, for it was 
impossible for contractors to supply pro- 
visions on Friday and Saturday. essrs. 
Cooke. bakers, managed to get bread to the 
institution by hand delivery on. Saturday 
evening and Sunday. The institution also Is 
without electric light, as Is the County 
Hospital in Wicklow and County Fever 
Hospital, the Convent, Ratldrum, and the 
Churches. 

The Great Southern Railway Company have 
commenced a service oí ‘buses between 
Wicklow and Greystones, so as to connect 
Wexford and Dublin. There is one-way 
traffic between Wicklow and Rathdrum, where 
the drifts still measure several feet. On 
Saturday snow was five feet deep in the Main 
street of Wicklow. The Relieving Officer of 
the Board of Health succeeded in getting 
through from Laragh on horseback, No 
one had been able even to-day to get 
through to or from Aughrim and the south 
of the county.

to complete the fourteen miles journey. Five 
times during the run the adult passengers 
had to leave their seats and dig the "bus out 
of snowdrifts. A number of ‘little children 
returning from school slept in the ‘bus all the 
way. 
On the Ardee road a young man and his 
wife who had motored from Dundalk ran into 
a snowdrift on Friday night, and were com- 
yelled to remain in the car until daybreak. 
For two hours they tried to free the car, 
but it was not dug out until nine o'clock on 
Saturday morning. 

Seven Dundalk breadservers, who had been 
serving bread in the districts aronnd the 
town, were snowbound. Several of them only 
returned on Saturday at midday. One man 
had been walking for five hours to cover the 
distance from Knockbridge—thres miles.

TANKER ON A

BENZINE ESCAPES INTO

Dingle oil jetty, South Docks, Liverpool, last 
night, a Dutch oil tanker, the Murena, broke 
away from her moorings, drifted about one 
hundred and fifty yards, and then grounded 
on a sandbank.

When orders come in find out the ‘nearest 
station to your customer, and despatch 
by quickest route. If possible, ascertain 

from the customers beforehand how they 

would like them sent. Each box should 
be marked in large letters, ‘‘ Live chicks, 
with care.” “* This Side Up” on the 
lid. It is best to send bisiú by the 
earliest, morning passenger train, and 
advise the customer in time of the train 
you are sending them by. If properly 
packed, labelled. and despatched at the 
right time, they will likely arrive all 
right, but you must assure your cus- 
tomer that you will be responsible if 
any of them. die on the journey. You 
may require the railway company to 
make up the Joss.

ALLEGATIONS OF AN 
IRREGULARITY. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


Samuel O'Shaughnessy, 31. Nelson street, 
and James Jones, 43 Synge street, Dublin, 
clerical employés to the Alliance and Dublin 
Consumers’ Gas Compuny, pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of having, between December, 
1930, and May, 1931, in conjunction with 
Annie McCabe, been ‘guilty of a conspiracy 
to defraud their employers and to steal a 
quantity of coke by means of making false 
entries in books, dockets and receipts in 
connection with the delivery of  eoke to 
University College, Dublin, for which Annie 
McCabe, 43 Synge street, was alleged to 
have been the ctntractor. 

Owing to illness, Annie McCabe was unable 
to attend the hearing of the case, and the 
two male prisoners. were further charged 
with having made, or with being concerned 
in making, false entries in dockets and books 
of the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas 
Company in connection with the delivery of 
coke to Messrs, Sutton and Co., coal mer- 
chants, Dublin, as a result of which they 
were alleged to have stolen consignments of 
coke to that firm from their employers. 

The male prisoners were defended by Mr. 
F. Sherry (instructed by Mr. J. VY. Brady) 
for O'Shaughnessy, and by Mr. L. Trant 
McCarthy for Jones; whilst Mr. W. G. 
Fallon (instructed by Mr. J. J. MacDonald) 
watched the proceedings on behalf of. the 
University College, Dublin; and ‘Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co. appeared for the Gas 
Company, 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr. 
J. A. McCarthy (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), prosecuted, outlined the case 
at considerable length. . He described it as 
very serious, and in some ways amazing. 
One of the prisoners—O’Shaughnessy, of 
Nelson street—was engaged by the Gas Com- 
pany at Pearse street as weigh man or clerk, 
whose duty it was to make entries in regard 
to coke weighed for delivery to customers, 
while Jones was a delivery clerk in the em- 
pleyment of the Gas Company. It-was his 
duty to enter the actual weights in the de- 
livery dockets and get receipts. Annie 
McCabe, whose debility prevented her from 
being in the dock with the other prisoners, 
was a. sister-in-law of James Jones, with 
whom she resided at 43 Synge street. She 
carried on a contract’ business for the supply 
of coke to the National University, but had 
vo coal or coke yard, and the link in the 
conspiracy was Jones, her brother-in-law, 
who held a strategic position in the. employ- 
ment of the Gas Company; from whom Miss 
McCabe was obtaining the coke which she 
was supplying to University College. Her 
method of procedure was to obtain the coke 
from the Gas Company through Messrs. 
Sutton, who were the middlemen in the 
transaction. .The coke was procured in the 
yard of the Gas Company amd weighed out 


| te Sutton and Co., from which Miss McCabe 


took delivery on the basis of the entries 
which had been made by O'Shaughnessy and 
Jones. She had a profit of 1s. or ls. 6d. 
per ton. She had transport charges of 5s. 
per ton to pay and also the carter. 

In these circumstances, if the transaction 
had been: honest, business would have been 
carried on at a considerable loss, but as he 
(Mr. Maguire) intended to show it was car- 
ried on at a great profit owing to the system 
of fraud and stealing which had been 
practised. 

The carter was McCabe’s employé and went 
with an empty cart to the premises of the 
Gas Company for an undefined quantity of 
coke. The quantity obtained from Messrs. 
Sutton was registered in the Gas Company’s 
books, and when the carter got the weight 
and delivery dockets from the accused men 
he delivered the coke and got a receipt. 

If accurate records had been kept there 
would have been no opportunity for com- 
mitting a fraud, but the method which had 
been adopted of ery ing the books and 
dockets had produced the fraud with which 
the prisoners were charged. Counsel alleged 
that what happened in these transactions was 
‘that one ton of coke was entered in the books 
of the Gas Company, but when the delivery 
docket came out. in. the name of Miss 
McCabe. it was made out as two tons of 
coke—that meant that there was one ton of 
coke credited in the books of- the Gas -Com- 
pany and in the docket. to- Messrs. Sutton and 
Co., while in the delivery docket to Univer- 
sity College, in the name of Miss McCabe, 
the entry was two tons, and was so charged. 
In such a case there was a double fraud— 
a fraud on the Gas Company and on Univer- 
sity College. Messrs. Sutton and Co. were, 
of course, in no way to blame in the matter. 

John, Pollard, chief clerk in the Gas Com- 
pany’s office in Pearse: street, said that 
O'Shaughnessy was employed as weighman, 
and Jones as the clerk who issued the coke 
tickets. Jones would issue a ticket for, the 
amount of coke ordered by a customer and 
it would be given to O’Shaughnessy, who 
would have the coke weighed, and. who 
would deduct the tare and enter net weight 
in the weigh book, That was the procedure 
as regards definite orders, but if the amount 
of the order was undefined the weigh-man 
wouldendorse the weight on the backs of the 
docket and hand it to Mr. Jones. Jones used 
to issue invoices and get receipts. There 
were no receipts between Messrs. Sutton se 
the Gas Company írom November, 1929, 
May, 1930. Witness identified a docket ba 
McCabe and Co. written by Jones showing 
a transaction relating to a receipt to Univer- 
sity College, Dublin, for £62 8s. 3d in respect 
of coke supplied. “Witness was then taken 
through a number of books, invoices, dockets 
and delivery notes, in which he identified the 
handwritings as those of Jones and 
O'Shaughnessy. 

The hearing of the case was adjourned until 
this morning.
